FEARFUL EXPLOSION. 


Five Men Hurled to an AwfUl 


Death 


AND OTHERS DREADFULLY WOUNDED. 


The Accident Caused by an Ezploslon 


in the Laclede Pressed Brick 


Works at St. Louis—Details 


of the Accident. 


ST. Louis, March 22.—A boiler of the 


Laclede Fire-Brick Manufacturing Co. 
exploded at 2:45 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon at the plant in Cheltenham. 
Five men were killed, two outright, 
and two lingered for perhaps half an 
hour in terrible agony, and one -died 
nine hours later. Three men wero in- 
jured, one fatally. The remaining two 
suffered but slight injuries. 


The boilers were in a battery of six 


in a low wooden building at the south- 
cast corner of the plant, on the bank of 
the River des Peres. 
It is supposed 


that the boiler was allowed to run out 
of water, and when water was sud- 
denly pumped in the usual result fol- 
lowed, an explosion. The coals in the 
furnace were scattered in all direc- 
tions, setting flre to the debris, beneath 
which was buried the bodies of tlie 
victims, dead, dying and wounded. 


The fire department was called to 


the scene by an alarm fi'om box No. 
719, turned in by the 
bookkeeper, 


Andrew Steward. Engine companies 
NOB. 
31 and 29 responded. The gen- 


eral offices of the company, 901 Pine 
street, were notified by telephone, 
with instructions to inform the police 
and have several ambulances and the 
dead wagon sent to the scene. 


The noi&e of the explosion attracted 


people from all directions to the scene. 
The boiler house was a complete 
wreck. The remaining five boilers of 
the battery were unseated and buried 
under the debris. 


Everything presented indescribable 


confusion. The shrieks and groans of 
men scalded, burned with cinders and 
red-hot bricks and pinioned helpless 
under the debris were enough to appal 
the stoutest heart, The entire site of 
the boiler house appeared as a confused 
pile 
of 
masonry, with machinery 


warped and twisted out of all shape, 
taking up the whole space between the 
main building and the River des Peres, 
some .fifty feet away.

A HORRIBLE! HOLOCAUST. 


Six M«mbort of • Family Cremated ta 


Th«lr Dwelling. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 22. — A 


special to the Times from Sleepy Eye, 
Minn., gives the details of a horrible 
cremation. The 
dwelling 
of John 


Lahey, living 5 miles south of Spring- 
field, caught flre about S o'clock, and 
Lahey and four sons and one daughter 
perished in the flames. The only one 
of the entire family to escape was a 14- 
year-old son who pulled his fathe* 
from the building, but too late to sav« 
his life.

On the west side at City Hall Park, 
business never waa good; hotels and poor 
office buildings occupy that space. 
As 


soon as you pass the park business com- 
mences and is good again until yon 
strike Union Square, when it stop6. 
There never has been a firetclass business 
house on Union Square. Business runs 
off on Fourteenth street each way. 
As 


yon pass through Union Square to Broad- 
way on the north, business again com- 
mences 
and 
continues 
good 
to 


Madison Square and Twenty-third street. 
There it 
stops 
and 
runs 
west 


on Twenty-third street. Pass through 
Madison Square to Broadway on the 
north and business commences again. 
There is not a single large open upace 
that I know of in any large city of this 
country or Europe around which first- 
class retail or wholesale business centers, 
One of the most satisfactory proofs nay 
be ssen in Dublin, Ireland, a city of 
about 600,000 inhabitants.

street, situated in the very center and 
heart of the city, is about three-fourths 
of a mile in length and two hundred and 
fifty feet in width. It ia far and away 
from the best located street in the city 
for business; but on account of its ex- 
treme width it has but little business. 
Walk eighty feet out of it into Dame 
street, only sixty feet in width, and yon 
find the great business center of Dublin.

the large open spaces of Liverpool, Man- 
chester and London, and is true of every 
city of any size in the United States and 
Canada, To take away Central Block 
and its business and leave such an open 
space, will damage every piece of prop- 
erty around it fifty per cent, of its pres- 
ent valae. If it is either take it away, 
or give the owner ten feet, in the name 
of common sense, and for the benefit and 
salvation of the property around it, give 
them ten feet.

Union Depot. 


AN ENGINEER CAUGHT IN THE WRECK 


Tho Air-Brakes on an Illinois Cen- 


tral Passenger Engine Failing to 
Wore tho Train Smashes Into a 
Wubash Freight Engine Causing 
Considerable Damage. 


Bcgiueer Joe Pttulu-j, of rhe Wubasb 


bud a most aiiracnloua escape this morn 
ing from a borridle death in a railway 
smash-up at the crossing of the Illinois 
Central and Wubash tracks at the Union 
depot. 
The accident happened abon 


10:80, and was purely accidental. Wabash 
freight train No, 97 bad been made op in 
the east Wabash yards, end pulled b; 
engine No. 416, Engineer Joe Panlne 
and Fireman John Bahr had obtsinec 
the crossing and had started to oroee 
over. About this time Illinois Contra 
passenger engine No. 1102, pulling paE 
senger No. 3, which bad arrived from the 
north and was endeavoring to stop at 
the water tank, as was their custom, but 
owing to the wet and oily condition o 
the track the air brakes refused to work 
and the Illinois Central engine, William 
Egger engineer, smashed into the We 
bash engine. Both engines were thrown 
from the track and the Wabaeh engine 
thrown partly on its side by the force o 
the collision, tearing up about fifteen 
feet of track and smashing the plank at 
tue corner ot the depot platform into a 
thousand pieces. 
When the Wabush 


engine left Uie track the water tank re 
rauined on, and it was between the tank 
and cab that Engineer Faulus wasoangh 
and 
held 
fast 
until 
his 
friends 


with the aid of saws, sledge hammers 
and jackscrews could tear away the cab 
and eitricate Him from bis terrible posi 
tion. He had discovered that the en 
gines would collide and had made an 
effort to get out by passing to the fire 
man's side of the cab, whbn he was 
caught by the swinging urouud of the 
engine between the cab nnd tauk 
Bad 


the engine been thrown around six 
inches furtli3r by tho forcaof the collision 
helwould have been completely crushed t( 
death, and it WHS with the greatest pro 
caution that his friends worked to extri 
oate him from this awful position tha1 


some portion of the engine might not b. 
loosened and fall on the imprisoned engi 
neer auil cause bis instant death. Nearly 
two hundred people watched the men 
work, and many turned away for fear th_ 
next moment they might see the man 
crashed to death by the complete over 
turning of the engine and cub. When 
the work was finished and Punlua could 
be taken down, cheers arose from out o 
the large crowd whiou hod assembleil.am 
all were relieved from a long and terribl" 
suspense.

and the engine bad settled in a hole das 
ont by the collision. The cylinder on 
tUo light side of the engine was burs., 
the right eide rod broken off, the piston 
rod gone and the cab badly wrecked. It 
took the combined strength ot three 
Wabash enginee to pull the disabled iron 
horse back on the track. When the en 
gines were pulled back one would hav 
readily guessed that it had been the 
scene of a struggle between two enginee, 
for there were kindling wood, remains of 
pilots, parts of engines and tools of many 
kinds lying on ths ground. 


The Illinois Central people telegraphed 


to Clinton for an extra engine, which 
arrived about 12;30 and pulled the de- 
layed paosenger train ont of the city. 
The Wabash trains were delayed over an 
hour by the mishap. 


J. S. Goodrich, superintendent of the 


middle division ot the Wabasb, was pres- 
ent and gave valuable directions for the 
exuioation ot Engineer Paulua. 


The damage to the engines and tracks 


of both roads is estimated at nearly 
81000.

Grand Jury. 


ft LARGE DUMBER OF THEM INDICTED 


And the Cases of Many More to Be 


Acted 
Upon — Tempters 
and 


Tempted Alike Taken In—Sup- 


posed to Have Flown. 


CHICAGO, March 22.—Late yesterday 


afternoon 
indictments were returnee 


by the grand jury against the follow- 
ing aldermen: W. J. O'Brieu, Nicholas 
A. Cremer, Patrick ,1. Gorman, Philip 
Jackson, Stephen n. Oosselin, John F. 
Dorman and D. R. O'Brien. 


It was rumored—and for awhile the 


story looked plausible—that the "com 
bine" of the city council had succeded 
n seducing the state's chief witness 
from liis fealty to honesty nnd had per- 
suaded him to leave town. 


Alderman Salo W. Roth wns the 


first witness on Judge Longenecker's 
list yesterday morning. 
Roth was 


notified Sunday night to appear at If 
o'clock yesterday and tell his story, 
Ten, eleven und twelve o'clock came 
but no Roth. Suspicion on tho part ol 
the state that Moth liad been tampered 
with became almost a certainty. 


At noon the grand jury, headed by 


foreman Lieb, appeared before Judge 
Claifford, asked for an attachment for 
Roth'a 
arrest. 
This 
was ordered 


Issued, bxit before the paper could be 
prepared and sent ont for service Roth 
himself, very much, flustered, appeared 
and said he was ready to give his testi- 
mony. He was taken before the grand 
Jury and told a remarkable story, on 
which the Indictments were drawn up. 


The charge against W. J. O'Brien 


and D. R. O'Brien is bribery, and the 
specification in tha other indictments 
allege conspiracy to do an unlawful 
act. It is expected that the indict- 
ments will now be found at the rate of 
one a day. 
The conspiracy indictments 


will include the names of many other 
persons as accomplices. 


Roth's examination 
by Uie grand 


jury, while long, did not extend to tho 
particulars of his knowledge of dis- 
honesty by aldermen. It touched only 
the highest visible peaks of the evi- 
dence around 
which cluster 
many 


scraps of corroborative details. 


His story ran .something like llii 


On July K the nlderman from tl 
Thirteenth ward was approached by 
Alderman Dan O'Brien, who suggehted 
to him that there would be big moripy 
in it for the numbers of the- council 
who would vote for the Economic gas 
ordinance. 


Koth pretended to acquiesce, but de- 


manded time to consider Ibe proposi- 
tion. This was granted, and the uldcr- 
man sought the counsel of a friend to 
whom he confined the facts, saying-: 
"I think I have a good chance now to 
trap tho boodle aldermen," and asked 
for advice as to what course to pursue. 
This friend advised Roth to continue 
acting as if in accord with the proposi- 
tions made to him and to accept any 
bribe offered him, keeping a careful 
record of all incidents connected with 
the transactions. 


Roth followed this advice to tbe let- 


ter. 
Ho was coy. however, and de- 


clined t > li-'c-n further to Dan O'Brien. 
Then ho \\a*. approached by "Billy" 
O'llrien, to nhoso eloquence Roth ap- 
peared to yield. The economic bill 
came up for passage and Roth pledged 
himself to vote for it. In return for 
this promise O'Brien gave him $750 
which he promptly deposited with tho 
men who are now conducting the in- 
vestigation. 


Roth was now considered ona of the 


initiates so faro as boodle was con- 
cerned, und when the Northern Pacific 
came up lie was approached openly, 
and for life voto he was paid $1,000, the 
money being given him by Alderman 
John Powers. 
The three othor alder- 


men named above also, as stated ap- 
proached Roth at different times and 
offered him money to vote for different 
ordinances in v.'htch they were in- 
terested. 


The other witnesses examined yes- 


terday were President ,1. S. Zimmer- 
man of the People's Gas Co., who told 
the grand jury that no alderman held 
stock in his concern, and president R 
P. Ilosmer of the Chicago & Jefferson 
Urban Transit Co. who related the 
stoiy of his unsuccessful attempt to 
secure a right of way and of the efforts 
of certain aldermen to blackmail him 


Capiases were at once issued for the 


indicted aldermen and deputy sheriffs 
were sent out to hunt them up. Before 
court adjourned all had been brought 
'n except Aldermen Gossel and Gor- 
man. The former was arrested in the 
council chamber last evening. Alder- 
man Gorman, it is believed, has de- 
camped, as all efforts to find him have 
proved unavailing. He wan around tlie 
criminal court building while the grand 
jury was in session and displayed ex- 
treme nervousness, leaving the build- 
ing hurriedly when the jury reported. 
The prisoners were each released on 
*10,000 bail. All the indicted men, ex 
cept Alderman Gorman, were in at 
tendance at the regular meeting of the 
council last evening, but took no part 
in the proceed ings. 


Alderman Roth made U statement to 


the public last evening which disclose 
the fact that the leading newspapers 
of the city are behind the prosecution 
and that it was to assist them in ex 
posing the corruption among the city 
fathers that he accepted money for his 
votes oij the "boodle" ordinances.
